C. C. Jntialn haft purchased the 

entire holding! of the Torrance- 
Lomita Royalties company and wil 
start drilling within 60 days.

Thii was announced to this paper 
Thursday by C. A, Julian, brother 
of the president of the Julian Pe­ 
troleum corporation and head of the 
Julian land department.

Mr. Julian also stated that drill­ 
ing would start on the Carvill prop­ 
erty, on West Weston street, which 
the Julian interests just acquired. 
This lease comprises six acres of 
orchard land.

Julian has leased or bought leases 
on 60 acre* in and near Lomita, in­ 
cluding the Torranoe-Lomita Royal­ 
ties acreage.
